However, expansion of the Union is 
still a major concern, as 
Union facilities must keep 
pace with increasing en- Editorial 
rollment here. 

Union expansion plans 
now are being analyzed by Union officials, 
with hopes of completing a |3 million addi- 
tion by 1969. 

MAJOR IMPUOVlilMENTf^ in the 10- 
point expansion plan include food service 
eiEpansion, a more complete Uakm iMiok- 
Store, more meeting rooms, an intermedi- 
ate-sized auditorium and more paricing fsf- 
cilities. 

Inadequate Stateroom facilities to han- 
dle the noon rush is still a major problem. 
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Despite expansion of the Stateroom in Id 62 
and more classes now operating on hatt- 
bovr schedules, the Stateroom la stIU in- 
•f n^nt and crowded. 

PBOnnS C<»ITSIBimHe to the 
noon congestion are: small groups that re- 
serve cafeteria rooms keeping 30 to 35 
chairs from being used; persons who 
occupy tables for chatting and/or card play- 
ing whUe new arrlvala aeaicb £ar a place 
to itt ahd eat; and most serious-^ large 
portion of the student body* University em- 
ployees and faculty released at one tlma 
for the noon break. 

However, priviledges of enjoying a ciga- 
rette, a card game or a chat after eating 
should not he revoked. 

If A CABEFUL analysis of present ex- 
pansion plans is undertaken* these prob- 
lems, and others, should be eltmittated with 
the proposed addition. 

When such au addition becomes a 
reality, it should be so planned that it will 
be ad%^uate for at least another seven

Hydrogen Isotope 

To Aid Research 

A new method of labeling 
starch with tritium, a hydrogen 
isotope, will be studied by K- 
State biochemists with the as- 
sistance of a 16,795 grant from 
the Corn Industries Research 
Foundation. 

The stndr. titled "Trlttatlon 
of Carbohydrates," will be di- 
rected by Philip Nordin, asso- 
ciate professor of biochemistry, 
and H e r m e r t .

G. V. Rao, a graduate assistant, 
also will conduct research on 
the project tor hfs PhD thesis. 

In the new method of labeling 
starch, which was developed by 
MAser, Btareli is exposed to en- 
erg»tic tritium atoms produced 
in a specially designed Instru- 
ment. Bnsymatle degradation 
studies will be conducted to de- 
termine the distribution of label- 
ing in the starch. The studies 
will develop Information about 
the structure of the starch gran- 
ule.

The effect of the birth control pill upon moral 
standards on campuses is being .debated and ex- 
tensively studied. 

A November, 1965, National Observer arUcle 
reported: "Sxperts will, draw few poMtlve con- 
clusions about eampus sexual activity and atti- 
tudes—and the effect of the pill upon them— un- 
til the institute for Sex Research at Indiana Uni- 
versity completes a planned study of several 
thousand college students." 

The article also pointed out that the view 
Which prevails on campuses today Is that "the 
pUl Is neither promoting nor disoouraging 
pvomlioillty lo any rigntfleaal degree.** 

Som Say "Don't Ponic" 

On the other side of the picture, there are 
educators who are not thrown into panic at the 
feports of sexual behavior on today's campuses. 

Millicent Mcintosh, president of Barnard Col< 
lege, stated: "A 'new morality' for our youth has 
replaced the old precepte; however, it cannot be

Jig to 'New Morality' 

Too often present college morals are re- 
garded as a **new moraltty** which cultivated ov«r^ 
night in this college generation. 

Many of those who criticize seem to have 
overlooked the fact that this "new morality" was 
not invented by the college students of today but 
began to appear in the early 19208. 

Since the 19208, oollege studente have been 
openly rebelling agidast old anthorlti^ve moral 
standards which need revising. 

One leading woman physician and pyscho- 
analyst in 1924 pointed to the new moral freedom 
for women as the "first result of a new morality." 

The college woman of the 1920s was criticized 
on the ground that Instead of rateing men to her 
level, she was deaoenffing to theirs. 

Fredrick Lewis Allen, commenting on liv- 
ing in the 1920s: "Old restraints are off; the mod- 
ern girl refuses to be chaperoned; she wishes to 
see life on equal terms with her brothers." 

A study of undergraduate morals in 28 col- 
leges 4nd unlvereltiM was undertaken In 1924

The practices most freguentty criticized 1 
studente were connected with conversation, smol 
ing, social drinking, modem dancing, "petting 
and sex relationships. 

Smoking among women students ,begf 
chiefly in the eastern states and, taking ho 
during World War I, gradually spread west. 

Testimony from students indicated tli 
smoking by men and women while they were t 
gether was relatively rare, except at j>romB ai 
other special affairs. 

The study revealed that very seldom did st 
dente at women's colleges drink. At colleges f 
men, in the years just after the war, drunke 
ness was strongly frowned upon. 

The situation in certain of the coeducation 
institutions was much the same as the foUowi: 
description of drinking by a woman student in 
large coeducational university: 

"A good deal of drinking goes on. Some fi 
ternities won't pledge a man unless Jic carrieG 
flask. Some girls drink with the men. If one 
the sorority sisters drank she would be asked 
leave the sorority." 

Dancing proved to be the chief social divi 
sion of oollege men and women in the 1920s. Ma 
dunces included social drinking and a lai 
amount of "petting," both between and aft«r t 
dandng.

Sex Is No Longer News 

Fredqriclc Allen's account of the college 
youth of 1986 was: "As for Sex, of course, still 
with us. But the campus takes it mora casually 
than it did 10 years ago. Sex is no longer news." 

Faculty at the University of Chicago found 
that students had had enough education to be 
suspicious of Plato, Aristotle, St. Thomas Aquinas 
and John Locke. 

• 

Students of the pre-World War II generation 
reacted aganist these, or any other authors, who 
wrote "as if truth could be reached in moral mat- 
ters, as if the mind could be convinced by reason- 
ing from principles, as if there were self-evident 
precepts about good and bad." 

No Moral Principles at All 

Harper's Magazine, in 1940, reported: "The 
real trouble is that our college students and re- 
cent graduates do not tal^e any moral issues 
seriously, whether about their personal affairs 
or the economic and political problems of the 
nation. Their only principle is that there are no 
moral principles at all.** 

With World War II staring college students 
in the face, many of them developed a disregard 
for any kind of moral standards. 

One college student wrote in an essay paper: 
"Life has become cheap. Thoughts of the future 
are disregarded— they can be coped with when 
the time comes. This is proved by hasty mar- 
riages and the always-mounting number of ille- 
gitimate births." 

^ After the war, many deans and personnel di- 
«ketors indicated evidence of new social patterns 
and new ways of doing things on the campus. 

In the late 1960s, certain educators found 
that oolkffe students had a high sensitivity for 
moral values, although they were dissatirfied 
with the source and authority of the values. 

Moral standards through the last two genera- 
tions seem to indicate that the present moral 



chaos might merely be described as a period of 

transition. 

This transition period could result in a set 
of moral standards which is based on the in- 
dividual's Inner-directed choice rather than rely- 
ing on demands of old authoritative moral stand- 
ards. 

So-ccdLed Sex Revolt 
Only Mild at K-State 

Educators and students at K-State join In 
the nation's concern over the moral question, 
both on the national and local scenes. 

"We have moved from a period of talking 
behind closed doors about morals and moral Issues 
to very frank and very open discussion. This, 
per se, is probably healthy," Chester Peters, dean 
of students, said. 

"Experimentation with all kinds of moral 
behavior is a little more prevalent in general be- 
cause the youth of today say 'we want to know 
what reality is— and then we want to make a de- 
cision,' " Peters said. 

According to reports which have reached 
his office, Dean Peters stated, "This University 
is not much different than any other Midwestern 
university. However, I feel we are more con- 
servative than schools on the East or West 
coasts. 

"I think irtudents here have a high respect for 

the value of the individual. In essence. I'm say- 
ing that I don't think the moral problem is severe 
here." 

Sex Revolution Not Immoral 

"The so-called 'sexual revolution' is not nec- 
essarily immoral," WiUiam MacMillan, assistant 
to the dean of students aoA member of the Coun- 
seling Center, said. 

"It seems to be a declaration of freedom from 
older rules and taboos that implied both that sex 
was bad, and that the younger generation could 
not decide such moral issues for themselves," 
MacMillan said. 



"The fact that more students are making 
their own decisions is often a threat to.the older 
generation who look upon students and say 

they're not following the rules we gave them," 
MacMillan said. "But this seems to have been the 
case in every generation," he added. 

Peters said, "A young person has to have 
some type of guideline; yet, essentially, at some 
time he has to make a dec^tion from what he him^ 
self bel^vis." 

University Should Guide Students 

A university should give the student as much 
guidance, understanding and knowled^ as possi- 
ble In enabling him to develop a code of f^tand- 
ards which is meaningful, according to Peters. 

Very few cases involving serious moral in-nb- 
lems of students ht>re have reacliod the dean's 
office, Peters said. And most coeds are reluctaiit 
to discuss their sex life with the dean of women. 

A major question of coeds Is what they 
should do and how far they should go to keep 
their man. 

"Sex is Involved here, to be sure." Mac- 
Millan said, "hut the deeper question has to do 
with the basis for the whole relationship." 

Drinking Not Relevant 

The drinking question does not seem to be 
relevant here. Most of the complaints students 
make about drinking have been connected with 
the restriction of University regulations, and not 
about various drinking practices of students, ao* 
tsordinff to MacMillan. 

MacMillan referred to a rumor indicating a 
dope ring on the campus. However, Dean Peters 
stated that he had received no reports of students 
who were using drugs. "Of course, this doesn't 
mean that some students may not have experi- 
mented with drugs," Peters said. 

&(tudents here, as well as at other universitieii^ 
are questioning the value of going to church or 
belonging to a church, according to MacMillan. 

"Many persons tliinit tlie churcli's jn iniary 
concern is to tell them whetlier certain ac ts are 
right or wrong. If the church's moral teachings 
are being questioned, then its entire gospel 
message also is being ausstloned, because the two 
are considered synonymous In many cases," Mac- 
Millan said. 

"We still have promiscuity, stealing and 
cheating, and some persons feel that campus 
morals are lower than they used to be. 

"However, I think we must also mention 
the increased concern that today's students have 
shown for such things as war and peace, racial 
equality and their efforts through the Peace 
Corps, This seems to indicate an increased moral 
sensitivity," he said. 

If students are turning Inward for a better 
understanding of themselves and their beliefs, 
and at the same time, gaining a more realistic 
outlook of the world they face, the results should 
lead to an enlightement of moral standards of 
this era.

For a 36mm camera, a tslephoto lens in the medium, 
tp medium long, focal length range (136mm to ISOmm) 
Voutd be helpful foe wildlife study. Power boosters are 
aTallisble for fo^al plane shuttor cameras, to give you more 
power if you need it. More powerful lenses become too 
heavy, too large, and too slow. I have rarely found a need 
to go beyond 180mm, and a 135mm lens is fine most of 
the time. 

USE X0BAL stalking practices, always remaining 
down wind from the game. Stay low and under cover. If 
you must move in the open, mo^ e very slowly, and in a 
zig zag path toward the game. You gain an advantage 
by doing this out of the hunting season because the ani- 
mals will not be under hunting pressure, and will not 
Spook as easily. 

Most important, when you start taking pictures, d(jn*t 
be stingy. Take pici(ures while you are approaching, and 
when the game begins to move, use the camera like a ma- 
chine-gun—even tti» best ot pros^ g^i ^ufdlty through 
quantity. 

Motion pictures become still another subject, but pho- 
tography is one of my favorite subjects, and I win get 
back to it again. When I do, I will talk aboirt some of the 
.important aspects of getting good movies as well. In the 
meantime, remember that still photography and movies 
have much in common, and often what is good for one also 
may well apply to the other. Good shooting — with your 
camera that is.

stronger dollar Is partly a re- 
sult of the' reeent federal re- 
serve action which raised the 
discount rate for commercial 
banks. This movement has kept 
more short term capital in the 
United States. 

"This trend should eontinne, 
espeetally If the problem of In- 



adeauate r«wrves can be solved," 
lie said. 

CLYDE JONKS, College of 
Commerce dean, emphasized that 
AmerleMM should not become 
overly enthuslastle about this 
development.

It wns August 26, 1981, two 
weeks belore the work was com- 
pleted, tbat the new organ tn tlie 
All Faiths Ohavat^anM vaed for 
th« vedding of Sara Umber ger, 
grand-daughter of Harry Um- 
berger, long time dean of the 
K<^t«te OoUoge of AgrlenUiire. 

mSS VHBBROim set the 
vedding date late in August, 
hoping that the organ would be 
flnlahed hr then.

Each pipe is handmade — cut 
from a flat sheet of metal, 
shaped by hand and soldered, 
then voiced to give it the desired 
tone and pitch. Then after the 
pipes were Installed In the 
chapel two voicers came to ad- 
just the volume, pitch, and tone 
of each of the more than 2,000 
pipes. It took them four weeks 
of concentrated effort, one work- 
ing at the console, the other np 
among the pipes."

Broome, an Englishman who had 
worked in London tor an organ 
bnllder, and Zoltan Zsltvay, who, 
before becoming an organ 
voicer, had been Hungary's 
champion pole vaulter md nn 
Olympic team member. 

THE TONAL DIRECTOR, 
Richard Piper, made the final

One of the most recent items in the conference bas- 
ketball picture is the possibility that league teams may 
be able to ac<%pt a bid to attend the NIT post-season 
tournament.

This is 
that Tex Winter may leave K-State to take over the coach- 
ing position at his old Alma Mater, Southern California.

A similar rumor was distributed two years ago when 
K-State finished fourth in the NCAA finals, and there was 
an opening at Iowa Uniyersity that Winter was contacted 
about. However, he assured everyone that he had no in- 
tentions of leaving at the time, and I doubt if he has any 
such intentions this time. The rumor probably stemmed 
from the fact that Winter is in California right now, but 
solely for recruiting purpose.

Computer Hampers Cheaters

Shotgun test! and elaasroom 
cheating may become a thing of 
the past. Test grading by com- 
puter will make them virtually 
impossible. 

THE PSYCHOLOGY and art 
departments have used computer 

grading and other departments 
are interested In it. Eugene 
Wlesner. assistant professor of 

psychology, said. 

By using two forms of testa 
and answer blanks which are 
marked by filling in a small 
blank under the correet answer, 
, cheating almost is impossible, 
Wlesner said. 

ARRANGEMENTS to use the 
computer must be made a week 
ahead of time so a professor 
can not give shotgun testa aad 
he has a rigid giadtag s^edttla. 
Wlaener said. 

A professor can have S60 terts 



graded. aaaUmd and raady^to 
retarn to the studenta within an 
hour by using computer grading, 
Wlesner said. 

TBM TBBfS anatyats shows 
tke per cent of studenta answer- 
ing each question correctly, the 
distribution of the grades, the

said. 

If a high per cent of hlgh- 
nuriitBg sindeato miss toe same 
question it Is not eonsldered a 
good question and is omlttod 
from the next test. Wlesner said. 
This way the studenta who study 
will get the klgkeat grades. 

BT UMNO computer grading 
a professor has time to give 
more testa and the final grade 
will show what the student has 
actually learned. This way if a 
to sM er has a bad day 



it will not lower Ills grade as 
much, Wlesner said. 

The computer rejerts the tests 
that have errors such as incor- 
rect mMfcings of the atudent's 
seat number or two answers In 
one column, WtKHuer said. The 
computer also shows if there 
has keen a mistake when pro- 
gramming the answers. 

WIKHNKR HAIi> that he gave 
seven tests last semester which 
were computer graded and he 
probably did less work than a 
professor who gave one test to 
the same siSS clSSS and SMMTSd 
it by hand. 

Computor grading can be used 
as a good teaching device be- 
cause the machine marks the 
correct answers and the tests 
can be returned to the studenta 
to study, Wlesner said. 

James Foster, assistant di- 
rector of the Counseling Center, 
programs the computer.

The Joint Chiefs are said to 
believe that the rather alow es- 
calation of the air war is not 
having the effect that more con- 
centrated, more stunning blows 
might have.

Hali^eikg araa. 

It Is the military view that 
this oil supply is vital to keep- 
ing the Communiets' line of com- 
munications running to the 
South, and that this should be 
the priority target.

Increased Enlistment 
Lowers G>llege Draft 



WARHINC.TON (UPI) — The 
Army hinted today that so many 
foang ^nericans are Tolnnteer- 
laC to 90i into uniform it may 
not haye to begin drafting col- 
lege Btudento In the near future. 

The suggesttion was contained 
in enlistment figures for the 
moiUh of l^bruaty. The Army 
reported that first entistments 
during the month totaled 20,900 
— almost 2,000 men above Janu- 
ary's 10-year high of 19^000 eu- 
tistments. 

THEBE FIGURES are more 
than double the enlistment fig- 
ure of a year ago. Before Presi- 
dent Jol^nson announced the 
buildup for the war. in Viet Nam 
last July only 9,000 to 11,000 
men wore signing up for Army 
service in a good month. 

The upsurge In enlistments 
has been reflected jn lower draft 
calls. January's enlistment fig- 
ures caused the Defense Depart- 
ment to revise its rlrnft quota for 
this month down from 32,900 
to 21,400. 

AlTD LAST WEEK the depart- 
medt issued a draft quota of 
21,700 men for April. It was 
the lowest quota since lawt Sep- 
tember and continued a down- 
ward trend is the draft since 



December's post-Korea high of 
40,200 men. 
Last summer it was ealsu- 

lated that if enlistments re- 
mained constant, draft callR of 
about 30,000 men or more a 
month would be necessary for 
the armed forees to reach a 
total planned strpnp:th of 3,- 
093,000 men. As of Jan. 31, 

there were 2,899,724 men in uni- 
form. 

The Army report of Incroased 
enlistments gave no indication 
of tlM reasons for the upsurge.

CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) —

Tke utroiuiiita reported all 

systems were "Go" as they 
arched 24 miles high over the 
Cape. Gemini emitrol eonflmod 
the Gemini 8 spacecraft had 
achieved orbit at 10:47 a.m. CST 
with an apogee (high point) 
of 165 nautical miles and a peri- 
gee (low/ point) 85 nautical 
miles. 

Officials were extremely hap- 
py with the orbit of the Agena 
B target vehicle and tte OeoK 
Ini S spacecraft. 

Engineers battling against 
time and late-hour troubles gave 
astronauts Neil Armstrong and 
David Scott a "go" today for a 
three-day cosmic chase and 
spacewalk voyage aboard Gemini 
8. 

Am Agena target satellite, the 
flrst critical step in this spec- 
tacular stepping-stone flight to- 
ward eventual conquest of the 
moon, was set for liftoff at 11 
a.m. CST from Cape Kennedy. 

ROOKIES Armstrong, 35, and 
Scott, 32, were scheduled to 
Mast oft at 11:41 a.m.

They had a 1,200-mlle gap to

Armstrong and Boott, the lat- 
ter ready for a grueling, record - 
setting walk in space, were In 
good physical shape. Downimnsa 
in the Atlantic Ocean, recovery 
forces moved into position to re- 
trieve them once they had 
landed. The spacewalk — a one- 
and-a-half-orbit ramMe-~was sat 
tor Thursday morning. 

JU8T BEFORE they went to 
sleep the astronanta were re- 
ported "feeling great" tor the 
voyage ahead. 

"They were ready Monday." 
said fellow astronaut Donald K.

Mt-. Purdue University won the heat that morning 
-at Lafayette, Ind. K-State finished ^^-tdlU|Ei' 
of a second behind, and Notre Dame more than 
two seconds later for third. 

Spectators there last May were surprised for 
two reasons: K-State finished fourth over-all in 
the regatta almost heating Purdue, and that 
'land locked" Kansas eyeu had a crew at aU. 

Crew Doubled Since Last Year 

The K-State rowing team, or crew, was in its 
second season last year at the Mid-America re- 
gatta. Since then, it has doubled to a respectable 
size of 20 varsity and 20 freshman men. The 
^rew has a "considerably tougher race lehedule 
- this year/' Don Rose, head coach, said. 

The crew began here in 1964 with a gift of a 
1932 shell from Purdue University.

Few Know Rowing FundamentaU 

Most people know what it is to throw a base- 
ball or football. Almost anyone can explain 
the major principles of .basketball. But few per- 
sona afe aoquainted with the sport of rowing. 

Those wte h0t9 been in a rowboat or canoe 
have the general idea. Racing shells, however, 
differ considerably in structure and method of 
rowing. 

The term shell is used because the boats have 
a skin of three-sixteenth inch wood, which by 
itself does not support a person's weight 

Feet are placed only in the "shoes" or stretch- 
ers of the boat. Each oarsman sits on a sliding 
seat to add the distance and pow«r of jits legs 
to that of his back and arms. 

Rowing has been described as the second 
most exhausting sport, next to track. In theory, 
60 per cent of the power applied to the oar 



the legs. For each stroke a mem- 
ber uses his legs, back ant atais on the 12-4oot 
oar.

The bsyrs come out of the wator and are featb^* 
ered, or turned flat. Eight 9nirs of hands push 
the oar away and slide forward recovering for 
the next stioke. 

The bout moves through the water by ma- 
chine-like human pistons. Pull through. Re^ 
covery. All eyes on the eight man's blade as it 
enters the water for timing and rhythm. 

The coxswain, whose Job It is to steer, gives 
verbal encourc^ement trying to make tlie boat 
go faster.

. stroke. Recovery. A 'mite and a quarter in 
about five minutes. The crew rows the body of 
the race at 30 or 40 strokes a minute.

Knowing tliat if hii 
blade is not 8<|ua#e, crliSk^^nillculi^^ 
ter, it will tend to dive to the bottom, throwing 
the whole boat off rhythm. 

This error has been known to throw a person 
from the boat by the force of the water against 
the oar. It is called "catch a crab," or an ait* 
tempt to "dig up the bottom of the lake.**

spent in these final strokes — often deciding vic- 
tory or defeat. Wrists become so tight that hands 
have trouble feathering the oar. Legs become 
stiff sad laags nnakto to snpily enough air.

The Industrial engl ae erlng de- 
partment at Ohio State Univer- 
sity recently completed a study 
tetemlatag the effeeti of ta- 

ttgne during long distance driv- 
ing. The test began in Decem- 
ber, i»e4. 

USING smrSSS subjects, thp 
researchers studied driving fa- 
tigue as it built up on two and 
one-half hour trips. Bach sub- 
ject was required to drive eight 
trips. 

Robert Stafford, Ohio State 
iTnlversity graduate student, said 
all but one of the subjects were 
between the ages of 20 and 26. 
Stetford said the purpose of the 
tests was to determine driver fa- 
tigue among this young age 



Subjects were allowed to play 
the radio while driving but were 
not allowed to talk. Two re- 
searchers rode along on each 
trip. One researcher monitored 
the recording equipment and the 
other was a safety pnan ready 
to take over eootrol of the ear 
if necessary. 

BACH SUBJECT was given a 



nfteen nrinnte break at the end 

of each two and one-half trip. A 
one minute break was given mid- 
w«y through the trip. 

Strafford said the one minute 
breaks appeared to be about as 
beneficial as the longer fifteen 
minute ones. He said this might 
suggest it would be better for 
persons to stop more often* tat 
for less time at each stop. 

A local patrolman recom- 
mended not starting on long 
trips when tired. Another thing 
the patrolman recommended was 
not eating too heavily while on 
a trip. He said a heavy meal 
tMda te make a driver drowsy. 

AFTER .4 long drive the eyes 
will become tired, the patrolman 
said. To combat this, one should 
at times look from side to side. 
This change of scenery, he said, - 
will greaUy rest the eyes. 

t)rtver fatigue is at its great- 
est danger at night, the patrol- 
man said. To combat this fa- 
tigue, keep a window partially 
open, keep the dash lights 
turned low ^d play the 
a bit louder.

Nine Features 
On New Cars 

The fodersl goTOrnmeiit Is 
proposing that nine new safety 
features be required on automo- 
Mles, trneks, and hnsM it buys 
beginning with 1968 models. 

The new standards would re- 
quire seat backs to be padded on 
school buses and other vehicles 
for protection of rear seat pas- 
Mngeni; roessied or relocated 
window and door controls ; 
shielded ash trays and lighters; 
padded mrm rwts; front seat 
head rests for protection from 
whiplash injuries; 

Marker lamps on the rides of 
Tehicles; defoggers for rear 
Windows; roll bars for light 
tmeks and jeep-type vehicles 
With soft tops; and non-mptnr- 
ing fnel tanks. 

Another proposal is that buses 
have seat belt anchorages. An- 
7 dioragea alao would be provided 
■ ' for upper body belts for all oot- 
alde forward-facing seating po- 
sitions in vehiclss other than 
buses, which would imdvde tear 
seat belts. 

Some new safety features that 
are standard on the 19 6S ears 
are padded dasb, padded Tlsors, 
seat belts for front seat pas- 
•mcers, and ontaide mirron.

He added that this Impression 
came from letters from his 
friends in Morocco. "Ton can 
base the hjvel of impact on re- 
sponses, on what others remem- 
ber of what yon've done," Oat- 
torna said.

In 1877, Judgt Owen Douiy was tbe Oonsol-Ocii- 
«cal of fflianghai. WbUe there, he became tnt^vsted In a 
hrilUanUy colored bird of the Orient. He began to ipee- 
idate abooA trying to establish the bird near his lionie in 
the Willamitte Valley of Oregon. 

HE MAVE HIS first attempt with 17 birds in 1881, but 
it ended in faUore. He planned carefully and tried again 
In 1882. They were so successful that in 1891 hunters 
were able to take 50.000. We in the Midwest can'^be es- 
pecially grateful to the Judge ... the Urd was the Chinese 
ringnecked pheasant. 

Judge Denny lived at a time when it was something 
Of a fad to bring exotic creatures into North America. 
Common sense was not the practice, and it is probably a 
good thing that those efforts failed. But the idea didn't, 
and today the study of exotic game potential is more 
serious and extensive than ever before. 

ViE HAVE LEARNED through experience that we 
must be careful in our selection of imported game. The 
ringnecked pheasant, though a fine game bird, has been 
a serious threat to the prairie chicken population when 
allowed to dominate. There was also a time when we 
wouldn't have been bothered by rabbits, sparrows, or star- 
lings. Rabbits especially, do extensive damage every year. 

An important fish also falls into this class of success- 
ful failures. Fish culturists had become very enthusiastic 
over a European fish, and in 1879 12,000 were stocked 
In 25 states. Three years later another quarter of a million 
'were distributed. However, since 1934, the state of Wis- 
• cousin alone, has spent $4.5 million in and effort to con- 
trol this same fish . ; . it was our old friend, the "carp". 

THEBE HAVE BEE^ some important successes how- 
ever. One of these is the iSiown Trout. Its home waters 
^are^in Europe, Algeria, and a corner of Asia. It frequently 
weighs in at 8 to 10 poiin^. With a reeord weight of 41 
pounds. 

Another success has been the Barbary sheep, imported 
from the monntains above the Sahara Desert in Africa. 
The Barbary is the hope of both hunters and biologists in 
and out of New Mexico, where it is doing t»eBt. It has 
been doing so well in Arizona that it is beginning to com- 
pete with and endangered' remant bands of desert big- 
horns. 

HSW MBXICO has been a leader in experimentation 
with exotic game. Ungulates such as the Sibrian ibex, 
greater kudu and the oryx have been established there, 
^exas, too, has been building its own stodi of exotic 
ungulates, and ranches now provide hunting for such game 
SB private shooting preserves. 

Others that have done well include the Hungarian 
partridge, chukar partridge, wild European boar, and the 
lied Fox. The Hungarian partridge has become well es- 
tablished in a number of states. The chukar, after failing 
In the Bast, is doing very well west of the Boefcles. The 
wild boar is. well liked by hunters in the mountains of 
Tennessee and North Carolina. The Red Fox is thought 
to have been brought over by homesick English fox hunt- 
ers during the colpnial days. And tbe Sitka deer, already 
$ big favorite in Bngland, comes to us from Japan. One 
•f tiiese- deer tamed up in the Kansas deer harvest. 

Host of the study is handled by the Bureau of ifiort 
Fisheries and Wildlife under Hr. Gardiner Bump»£iai 
of the foreign game introduction program. The field of 
exotic game, with careful supervision, study, and selec- 
tion should continue to hold a position of increasing im- 
portantance in North American wildlife conservation.

These and other aiaterlala, 
such as marble, Batlve atone aatf 
tile, are used to carry ovt B 
sign In mosaic. 

AUOKS KRIDUR, who teaches 
a mosaic class herp, said even 
beads or seeds used to create a 
design eaa be eoBsldered moealc. 

MoHFiir. a surface decoration 
made by inlaying pieces of 
eotored material, li more sig- 
nificant from the aspect of de- 
big n than from the tecbnl4Be In- 
volved, Krider said. 

Each of the mosaics Krlder's 
class made for the five depart- 
monts here, the Union and Blue- 
mont school was planned for a 
particular plaee In the bmldlng. 

THK MOHAIC begins as a 
sketch Incorporating the philoso- 
phies and atttdlea luvolved tm. the 
building. 

For example, the mosaic in- 
side the east entrance of Seaton 
Jwll symbolises that all energy 
cornea from the sun. A foasket- 
ball-atie amber sun on the mo- 
sale vlsnaUsefi the radiation of 
thia energy. - 

Class mosaics usually are 
made with glass chips from 
Mexico. More than 100 hnea of 
iMs, blues, greens, yellows and 
Mher colors of the spectrum are 



The two-thirds inch square 
glass chips are shipped on one- 
foot square brown paper sheeta. 
Baeh square contains 225 chips 
ataehed with water soluble glue. 

AFTBR THE MOSAIC design 
Is completed with colored chalk 
on an eight and one-half by 
eleven-Inch sheet of paper, the 
design is enlarged to the alMB 
the completed mosaic will be. 

Moat of the moaaica are about 

tour by eight feet, using ap- 
proximately 12,000 glass chips. 

The colored chalk design Is 
covered with thin transparent 
plastic. A sheet of white nylon 
net is laid over the plastic. 

lilACU GiiASS CHIP must be 
styled to nt the dealgn. A ham- 
mer with a wedge-shaped head 
used to strike a vertical wedge 
and nippera are need to atyle the 
piecea. 

After the chips are arranged 
on the net using a water non- 
soluble glue, the dealgn la out 
Itoto pleeea to lay In the eemoBt-

Mingas Covers Scope of Emotion

"What's so funny is some people think a com- 
poser's supposed to plwse them, but In a way, a 
composer- is a chronteler, like a critic. He's tup- 
posed to report on what he's ssen aad lived , . ." 
•Charles Mingus. 

I FIXD THAT there are times when I can lis- 
ten to Mingus for hours without Interruption. And 
til ere are times when my Mingus collection merely 
gathers dust. It's that way with Mingus. He asks 
you to approach him on his terms and his terms 
alone* You must be In Hie mood for Mingus or else 
the music will repulse you. 

But when in the mood for Mingus, you are re- 
warded with exciting stuff, lie covers the whole 
Spectrum of emotions, from dark introspection ism 
(and Mingus' mind is large) to wild, rampaging 
agony. His music, as emotion, is never leaolTed; 
that's up to the listener. 

• aNK OF THE MOST successful efforts Mingwa 
has recorded in recent years has been Mingus (Im- 
pulse A-54, Stereo A3-54), recorded in January 
and September 1963. There are seven tunes plsfed 
by two li^yieee enetrnMes, "tfhe (rtaaiy soloists 
are bassist Mingus, Booker Unrln on tenor sax, «id 
Charlie Mariano on alto sax. The music ranges 
tsom the lovely "Theme tor Lester Young" to the 



rambunctious "Better Git It in Your Soul." 

Mingus lie visited (Limelight LMS2015, Stereo 
LM 8601&) is a reissue of Pre-Bird and was re- 
corded in May, 1960. Again, two ensembles — ^the 
first, including nine pieces, plaj^ two selections 
on which they divide themselvM in half In order 
to play tw^o tunes at once. 

BLLIM^TON POPS IN and out throughout all 
of Mingus's work, and in these two numbers es- 
pecially. This ensemble also plays behind Lor- 
raine Cousins, a songstress who beautifully cap- 
tures the Mingus lyrics. 

The other ensemble of 24, featured on "Min- 
gus Fingus No. 2," a typical big-band number, on 
"Bemoanable Lady," with Eric Dolphy's alto sax, 
and on a masterpiece, "Half -Mast Inhibition." The 
latter is Mingus' composing at its best. Gunther 
SchuUer conducts and Charles MoCraoken celloe, 
hoi it's an Mta^tua (right down to the last oboe).

LOS ANGELE8 (UPI)— Police 
maintained a tight grip on Watts 
today to prevent a recurrence of 
wild disorder tliat wracked the 
area, twice sines last summer. 

The Negro dlstriet of south- 
west Los Angeles was quiet 
Wednesday night but autbori- 
ties were ready to roll in force 
should they detect indicatloBs of 
another outburst of violence like 
Tnesday's rioting. Other city 
awncles and residents of Watts 
worked quietly to calm tensions. 
But police remained concerned 
that an incident might inflame 
the trouble again. 

IN Tl^ESDAY'S melee, two 
men were fatally shot, 25 per- 
sons were injured, 61 were ar- 
restied. 12 buildings were put to 
the torch and up to 600 Negroes 
roamed a 36-bIock area of Watts 
for four hours before heavily 
armed police dispersed > them. 

Tuesday's disorder and the 
weak -long rioting last August 
left in thair wake a toll of SI 
dead, more than 900 injured, 
4,000 arrested and property dam- 
age amounting' to 1 46 million.

Bat Aneriea reaabied the land 
of freedom and opportunity, 
where "everyone is at liberty to 
aei nai spaak aa fee lltea." 

The RoffolalkMi and the War 
of 1812 against the Briflsh were 
popular causes in Ireland, a boon 
to both immigration uMl iwwnlt- 
ment. Estimates of the numlier 
of Irish in the Contineiital Army 
ranged from S 8 to 80 per cent, 
and at least 15 generals were 
twrn la Ireland and IX more of 
Irish parenu. Vasaaebnsetts 
muster lists show 400 O'Briens. 

Washington forbade anti-Irish 
pranks on Guy Fawkes Day at 

Valley Forge and used the pass- 
word "St. Patrick" when the

For nearly two centuries Ire- 
land's main export was people 
and America her favorite mar- 
ket, as indicated by the last lines 
Of "Tha Wawrln* of tb« Oreen:*' 

"I've heard whispers of a 
country that lies far beyond the 
see, where rich and poor stand 
e«nal la tlie Ugbt of freedom's 
day."
